1. APPROPRIATE GOI AGENCIES (BOTH INTELLIGENCE AND OPERATIONAL) 
HAVE BEEN PULLY INPORMED ON CURRENT BASIS, BEGINNING OCTOBER 4 
AS INDICATED REPTEL (A). 

2. BOTH PAA/TWA AND GOI SECURITY AGENCIES HAVE PUT ADDED 
SECURITY MEASURES INTO EFPECT AT ITALIAN AIRPORTS AS SUGGESTED 
PARA 2 REPTEL (B). LOCAL PAA AND TWA REPS HAVE TOLD EMBOFP THAT 
THEY ARE SATISFIED WITH THESE ARRANGEMENTS. 

3. EMBASSY HAS ALSO ORALLY INPORMED MINISTRY POREIGN AFPAIRS OP 
SITUATION. 

4. EMBASSY DID NOT RPT NOT APPROACH CIVILAVIA SINCE AIRPORT/ 
AIRCRAPT SECURITY IS NOT RPT NOT A CIVILAVIA PUNCTION. 

5. COMMENT: UNDOUBTEDLY REMEMBERING DECEMBER 17, 1973 
CONPIDENTIAL 
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HAS SIGNIFICANTLY BEEFED UP SECURITY FORCES/PROCEDURES AT 
ITALIAN AIRPORTS SERVED BY US CARRIERS. GOI PERSONNEL HAVE 
BEEN MOST COOPERATIVE IN RESPONDING TO PAA/TWA SUGGESTIONS, EVEN 
PERMITTING (AND ENCOURAGING) TWA/PAA OBSERVERS AT SENSITIVE 
SCREENING POINTS TO DOUBLECHECK EEFICIENCY OF GOI PERSONNEL. 
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
